Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a method of removing off-flavor from a food, classified in 
class 426, subclass 541. 

II. Claims 13-23, drawn to a deodorizer, classified in class 426, subclass 654. 

III. Claims 24-38, drawn to a seasoning, classified in class 426, subclass 650. 

IV. Claim 39, drawn to a cosmetic, classified in class 514, subclass 844. 

V. Claim 40, drawn to an antioxidant, classified in class 426, subclass 541. 

VI. Claims 41 and 42, drawn to a method of producing a polymer of phenol 
compounds, classified in classes 424 and 525. 

VII. Claims 43-52, drawn to a method of producing a seasoning, classified in class 426, 
subclass 650. 

VIII. Claims 53-55, drawn to a method of deodorizing and producing a food, classified 
in class 426, subclass 654. 

IX. Claims 56-66, drawn to a method of producing liquor, classified in class 426, 
subclass 1 1 . 

X. Claims 67-82, drawn to a method of producing liquor, classified in class 426, 
subclass 11. 
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The inventions are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions and different effects. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
